Climax Last Month

Germ ans against (he Russians in 
Berlin. Some of them stoned the gi­ 
gantic Soviet war memorial com­ 
memorating the Red Army sweep 
from Stalingrad to the heart of G er­ 
many. 
One man defied bullets to climb 
on the Brandenburger Tor and fling 
down the red flag. It was a plain 
red flag and not the official Soviet 
banner, but only a pedant would 
quibble on the difference. 
Even a year ago such a hostile 
dem onstration against one of the 
occupying powers would have been 
hard to conceive. Today the mind 
lias become so grooved along east- 
west lines Hint the outburst was 
hailed by western supporters as a 
defiant cry of freedom, and by the 
Russians as an attack of fascist 
gangsters. 
G erm any For G erm ans 
Who was right? Neither side, en­ 
tirely. More accurately, the dem on­ 
stration can be defined as the great­ 
est sign to date of the rising tide of 
a new G erm an Ala tionalism. 
Few experienced observers of the 
Ocrm an scene would venture to say 
that the mass of Germ ans had en­ 
tirely rubbl'd off Die tain t of Nazism 
and m ilitarism and, in three short 
years, become peace-loving freemen, 
On the other hand, most agree 
that the G erm ans daily are display­ 
ing a greater show of independence 
in the zones controlled by tile Bri­ 
tish and Americans. From Joseph 
Cardinal Frings In Cologne to So­ 
cialist Franz Neumann in western 
Berlin Hie cry is Germ any for the 
Germans. 
Attitudes Vary’ 
The rebirth lias been nursed along 
by official 
British and 
American 
policy. A high point came last sporing 
when British M ilitary Governor Gen. 
Sir Brian Robertson lifted the few 
remaining official bans on social in­ 
tercourse and called the G erm ans 
"C hristians.” 
lliu s three years after the sm ash­ 
ing of Hitlerism, the Germ ans be­ 
came 
ocially acceptable. 
The French, fearful oi any sign of 
Germ an revival, still treat them as 
an inferior conquered people and 
base their policy on long term oc­ 
cupation and re-education. 
Tile 
Russians, 
although 
they 
plump for withdrawal of all occupa­ 
tion forces and for "Germ an unity." 
also frown socially on the Germans. 
The unified G erm any they seek is a 
Communist Germany.
